CONGRESSMAN GAINEs of Tennessee has introduced 
a bill into congress to provide clean paper money for 
circulation. 


Exports of manufactures in October seem to show 
something of the expected revival in that branch of our 
foreign commerce. The total exports of manufac- 
tures in October, as shown by the reports of the De- 
partment of Commerce and Labor, through its Bureau 
of Statistics, amount to $37,558,675. This is a larger 
export than in any preceding October, except that of 
1900, and even in that banner year of exports the total 
was less than $100,000 above that of October, 1903. 








Tue Supreme Court of Indiana held, in the recent 
case of the Republic Iron & Steel Company vs. Ohler, 


that the fact that an employer had required a workman , 


to labor continuously for forty-eight hours without 
sleep in spite of his protest was a proper matter for 
consideration in deciding whether the workman and 
the employer had equal knowledge and realization of 
the danger incident to work that he then undertook by 
the master’s direction, and whether he assumed the 
danger incident thereto. 





In his recent remarks before the bankers’ convention 
at San Francisco, Comptroller of the Currency Ridgely 
brought out the growth of bank deposits in these re- 
marks: “The deposits of all banks in the United States 
have increased since 1895 from $4,900,000,000 to $9,- 
525,000,000, almost double. Deposits of all banks in 
Texas for this same period have increased from $35,- 
000,000 to over $80,000,000, about 128 per cent. In 
Iowa the increase was from $78,000,000 to $211,000,- 
000, Over 170 per cent; in Kansas from $33,000,000 to 
$84,000,000, over 154 per cent; in Nebraska from $35,- 
000,000 to. $80,000,000, or 134 per cent; in 
California from $200,000,000 to $406,000,000, or 
103 per cent. In Oklahoma and Indian Terri- 
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tory, where .in 1895 the total deposits were con- 
siderably under $2,000,000, there are over $27,000,- 
000 on deposit. Aggregate deposits west of the Missis- 
sippi have increased from $701,000,000 in 1895 to $1,- 
700,000,000 in 1903, or 142 per cent. The three states 
of Minnesota, Iowa and Missouri have more bank de- 
posits now than eleven of the states west of the Missis- 
sippi in 1890, and Washington, Oregon and California 
have $40,000,000 more deposits than all the other states 
west of the Mississippi in 1890. 








Five million dollars a day is a snug sum for the peo- 
ple of a single country to realize as the sale of the prod- 
ucts of their farms, factories, forests, fisheries and 
mines. The exports of domestic products of the Unit- 
ed States in the month of October, 1903, averaged more 
than 5 million dollars for every day in the month, and 
for every business day in the month averaged practi- 
cally 6 million dollars a day. The total exports of the 
months, as shown by the figures of the Department of 
Commerce and Labor, through its Bureau of Statistics, 
amounted to $160,370,059, which would average more 
than 5 million dollars for every day in the month and 
practically 6 million dollars for each business day in the 
month. From the port of New York alone the exports 
of the month were $51,867,942, or nearly 2 million 
dollars for each business day of the month. 








THE recent announcement that a reduction of freight 
rates on iron and steel manufactures intended for ex- 
portation is being made by the railroads for the pur- 
pose of encouraging exports of American iron and steel 
manufactures lends interest to some figures compiled 
by the Department of Commerce and Labor through 
its Bureau of Statistics regarding the commerce of the 
United States in iron and.steel manufactures. These 
tables show that manufactures of iron and steel form 
the largest single item of our exports of manufactured 
articles, and have shown a more remarkable growth in 
exportation than perhaps any other great article in the 
large number which form the classification “manufac- 
tures.” Beginning with $52,144 in 1800 the growth 
was extremely slow during the first half of the cen- 
tury, being only $1,953,702 in 1850. In 1860 the total 
was $5,870,114; in 1870, $13,483,163; in 1880, $14,- 
716,524; in 1890, $25,542,208; and in 1900, $121,913,- 
548, the increase in the closing decade of the century 
being nearly four times as much as in the ninety years 
preceding. In 1gor the total was $117,319,320; in 
1902, $98,552,562; and in 1903, $96,642,467. That the 
decrease in exportations since 1900 is chiefly due to in- 
creased home demand is indicated by the fact that the 
domestic production of pig iron, the basis of iron and 
steel manufactures, has increased from 13,789,242 tons 
in 1900, the year of the greatest exports, to 17,821,307 
tons in 1902, an increase of about 30 per cent during 
the period in which the reduction of exports occurred. 
A further evidence of the large home demand for iron 
and steel is found in the fact that during this recent 
period, in which the production of pig iron was greatly 
increased and the exports of manufactures of iron and 
steel decreased, the importations of iron and steel grew 
from $20,478,728 in 1900 to $51,617,312 in 1903. 





















































































RANDOM SKETCHES. 





BY SIDNEY ARNOLD. 

I wAs talking the other day with a prominent hard- 
ware dealer from central Illinois. He said: “I was in- 
terested in reading your recent interview with a trading 
stamp man, and was glad to learn the arguments put 
forward by these people. Theirs is a legitimate busi- 
ness and they conduct it along certain lines, concerning 
which they are as open as the day, but, of course, 
we hardware men have to look upon it from our stand- 
point, 4nd there are certain objections to it from a re- 
tailer’s point of view.” 

“In the first place 5 cents on the dollar is a good, 
heavy premium for cash payments, particularly when 
this is gross and not net. Of course retailers sell goods 
at an advance, but almost every dealer has to meet 
senseless local competition, catalogue house competition 
—and in builders’ hardware—jobbers’ competition, con- 
sequently he cannot add as heavy a percentage of profit 
as he should. Out of the profits he makes he must pay 
rent, insurance, taxes, salaries, stationery, advertising, 
delivery charges, etc. He must also stand for a certain 
percentage for uncollectable accounts, unsalable and 
damaged stock, thefts, expenses of membership in or- 
ganizations, etc. Consequently 5 per cent gross on his 
sales cuts quite a figure with him. 

As a gratuitous suggestion in this matter I would 
ask why the trading stamp men and the manufacturers 
cannot get together and the latter send the dealers trad- 
ing stamps gratis with all goods ordered. Then the 
dealers could pass them on to the consumers and se- 
cure cash payments gratis. In case dealers were so 
situated they could not very well adopt this system, 
their wives would probably not make any serious ob- 
jection to using these stamps. 

“But the most serious objection to trading stamps 
and the reason so many local mercantile bodies have 
voted to do away with them is that they are a thorn 
in the side of the local organization question. The 
shibboleth of successful retail merchandising to-day is 
‘Get together.’ Every progressive retail dealer, be he 
a dry goods man or grocer, hardware dealer or jeweler, 
realizes that an entente cordial with other merchants 
in his line is the open door to success. In our town we 
tried to get up a hardware dealers’ local association. 
Prices on all lines have been and are too irregular. 
Profits are too small and mutual jealousies have proven 
a serious setback. We have held several meetings and 
the only thing that has kept us apart is the trading 
stamp. You see there are seven hardware men in our 
city. Three are on the west side, two on the east side 
and two on the south side. These trading stamp folks 
take only one dealer in a given line in a given section 
of the city. Consequently three hardware men in our 
city are tied up to trading stamps and four cannot get 
them. We held our meetings and tried to fix a few 
minimum prices, say 50c on a handled boy’s axe, 75¢ on 
4%-inch bit claw hammer, $1.00 on a 5-quart granite 
steel dinner pail, 9x9x6, for instance. In every dis- 
cussion we had on this matter the trading stamp, like 
Banquo’s ghost, would not down. : 

“One firm in one section must give trading stamps. 
The other firm says ‘See here, how can you and I have 
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the same minimum if you give premiums. If you sell 
a 5-quart granite steel dinner pail 9x9x6 for $1.00 and 
give $1.00 worth of trading stamps with it, I ought to 
have the privilege of selling one of those pails at 95c 
minimum to counterbalance your trading stamps.’ 

“That’s where we landed every time. How can you 
get around this bar to trade harmony except by having 
the mercantile association of your town throw out 
trading stamps.” 

Edwin A. Smith, Winterset, Ia., favors me with a 
clipping from the Clinton, Ia., Age, which he thinks 
“expresses the honest opinion of most all the mer- 


chants who have been there”: 

“A ‘trading stamp’ war has again broken out in the cities 
of Iowa. Such a war had everything its own way a few 
years ago. It was all the go in Clinton and woe unto the 
person who ran up against it without tumbling to it. Whether 
it is in vogue in this city now or not we are not advised. 
If it is, its fangs have been extracted and it can’t bite. The 
Age was quietly boycotted at one time by a few business 
houses because it would not fall into line and devoutly kneel 
at the new altar of unholy greed. We have before us now 
the note of a dry goods merchant informing us that if the 
Age contained another article in denunciation of the trading 
stamp robbery, that it, the said dry goods establishment, 
would withdraw its patronage from the offending newspa- 
per. The Age kept on its course because it was its duty to 
do just what it was doing. The dry goods establishment went 
out of business before the Age finished skinning the trading 
stamp fiends. 

“The Marshalltown Times-Republican in calling the atten- 
tion of its readers to the fact that Sioux City is now in the 
throes of a trading stamp war, says: 

“*Marshalltown has had her experience. To-day every 
merchant is signed up in an agreement never to let a trading 
stamp sandbag him again. The green stamps were the first, 
and the merchant who, for a short time had a monopoly on 
them did well, although a single store in this city paid the 
trading stamp company $150 per month for a considerable 
time. Then came the red stamp offered by a combination of 
stores, followed by the “gold coin” stamp. When all had 
enough, they signed up and quit.’” 

From this item it would seem that the trading stamp 
people were subject to a wide classification, being any- 
thing from evangels of prosperity down to “skun 


fiends.”

NEWS FROM PITTSBURGH. 





The present indications, according to a leading Pitts- 
burgh paper, are that within a week or ten days nearly 
every industry in Braddock, Homestead and the Turtle 
Creek Valley will be working double time with a full 
complement of men. The 28-inch mill of the Home- 
stead Steel Works has resumed, after being shut down 
everal weeks, and every other department in the 





Homestead Works, with the exception of the convert- 
ing and 128-inch mill, undergoing repairs, is now run- 
ning. The Howard Axle Works will resume in full 
next week, and many of the men who were laid off re- 
cently at the Mesta Machine Company’s plant, in West 
Homestead, are being called back to work, as orders 
are fast accumulating. Nearly all of the 1,000 men 
laid off several weeks ago at the Westinghouse Elec- 
tric Company’s plant in East Pittsburg are again at 
work, and many others are being hired. The Standard 
Chain Company’s plant at Braddock amd many of the 
smaller manufacturing concerns, that have been shut 
down for two weeks, are preparing to resume work 
next week. The rod mill and fence department of the 
Pittsburgh Steel Company at Monessen resumed to- 
day, and the nail department and finishing mills were 
put in full operation to-night, giving employment to

WOODENWARE MAKERS WILL USE AUTOMATIC 
MACHINERY. 





Leading manufacturers of ladders, step ladders and 
tubs have met in Cincinnati. One manufacturer gave 
out the following interview as to the purpose of this 
meeting : 

“We have come together for the purpose of organiz- 
ing ourselves into an association, combination, trust 
or whatever you may choose to term us, to adopt the 
use of an automatic machine in the manufacture of our 
products by which it is estimated that there will be 
a saving of not less than 75 per cent of labor with a 
corresponding reduction in cost in production., We 
have been compelled to resort to this course by the con- 
tinual strikes and other labor troubles and advance in 
material. There will be 5,000 or more people affected 
by this change in our manufacturing methods, and it 
will extend to other branches of wood manufacture. 
The machine we propose adopting is the invention of 
one of our manufacturers.”

The figures represent koku, a measure equal almost 
to five bushels, or, exactly, 4.962141 bushels. It will 
at once be noted that the barley-rye-wheat crop aver- 
ages approximately 50 per cent of the rice crop, or 
33 I-3 per cent of the whole—a proportion important 
to the present subject of shortage. It appears that the 
barley, rye and wheat crops, harvested in spring, 
showed a serious deficiency, propably aggregating only 
15,900,000 koku. It is just about time to begin to 
gauge properly the rice crop, but reports are still 
meager. Floods at last advices had damaged the rice 
crop. But with a serious deficiency in a third of 
Japan’s crops and no gain in the balance, the situation 
is serious.

Produce 
A E, E F, F G, GH and H B, severally, until they 
intersect the axis B D; then (for example) from the 
point I, with the radii I G and I F, describe the curves 
G M, F N, then set off that portion of the circumfer- 
ence of the base F L required for a pattern to cover the 
course F G. The covering for the other portion can be 
found in the same manner. 

By the second method. divide the circumference of 








the base into a number of equal parts, and assume 
sections to be made perpendicular through these points 
of division; then estimate the surface of each of these 
divisions on the surface of the figure. 

Let A B C be the section of a dome; then the length 
of a course of covering is obtained as follows: The 
length of the course B F is equal to the curve A B, 
and E G the breadth of it; join E D and the lines 
I, 2, 3 and 4, intersected thereby, will be the half 
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breadth (for the vertical B D) of the course at the 
corresponding lines on B F, through which points a 
line ‘can be drawn which will give the form of the 
course required.

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AN ANTI-BOYCOTT AND ANTI-PICKET LAW. 


On September 28th, the Alabama legislature passed 
the following law: 

“Section 1. Be it enacted by the Legislature of Ala- 
bama, That it shall be unlawful for two or more per- 
sons to conspire together for the purpose of prevent- 
ing any person, persons, firm or corporation from car- 
rying on any lawful business within the state of Ala- 
bama, or for the purpose of interfering with the same. 

“Sec. 2. That it shall be unlawful for any person 
or persons to go near to or loiter about the premises or 
place of business of any person, firm or corporation 
engaged in a lawful business, for the purpose of in- 
fluencing or inducing others not to trade with, buy 
from, sell to or have business dealings with such per- 
son, firm or corporation, or to picket the works or place 
of business of such person, firm or corporation, for 
the purpose of interfering with or injuring any law- 
ful business or enterprise. 

“Sec. 3. -That it shall be unlawful to print or circu- 
late any notice of boycott, boycott cards, stickers, 
dodgers or unfair lists, publishing or declaring that 


boycott oO 
plated against any person, firm or corporation doing a 
lawful business, or publishing the name of any judicial 
officer or other public official upon any blacklist, unfair 
list or other similar list because of any lawful act 
or decision of such official. 

“Sec. 4. That it shall be unlawful to use force, 
threats or other means of intimidation to prevent any 
person from engaging in any lawful occupation at any 
place he or she sees fit. 

“Sec. 5. That it shall be unlawful for any person, 
firm or corporation to maintain a blacklist or to notify 
any other firm or corporation that any person has been 
blacklisted by such person, firm or corporation, or to 
use any other similar means to prevent such persons 
from receiving employment. Any person, firm or cor- 
poration violating any provision of this act must, on 
conviction, pay a fine of not less than fifty ($50.00) 
dollars; nor more than five hundred ($500.00) dollars, 
or to be imprisoned not to exceed sixty days’ hard labor 
for the county. 

“That all laws and parts of laws in conflict with the 
provisions of this act be and the same are hereby re- 
pealed.” 
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Trade Report. 


CHICAGO IRON MARKET. 

There is a better feeling in the iron market and the 
feeling is growing stronger that the bottom has been 
reached. 

While some cf the smaller industrial lists continue to 
act as a check upon the market, and values are being 
“sifted” in one after another of these stocks, the indus- 
trial sky shows many encouraging features compared 
with the outlook of a month ago. 

On account of the hand-to-mouth business which has 
been indulged in for the last several months the stocks 
of consumers had run to a low level, and for this rea- 
son we believe that buying will be resumed on a more 
pronounced scale early in the year. 

The improvement in the demand for pig iron is re- 
garded as a very favorable sign. 

Also the surplus at the furnaces is being reduced 
both by the home and foreign demand, and it is likely 
that the market will improve as soon as the stock ac- 
cumulated during the spring and winter has been 
taken care of. 

Copper is not in much demand at the present time 
and some concessions are given when any important 
sales are being arranged. 


BARS. 

A number of season contracts were closed during the 
week, among them being one for 3,000 tons of steel 
bars. Specifications are also heavier, many consum- 
ers taking the full quotas on their contracts. The buy- 
ing is yet far from the full capacity of consumers’ 
plants, but it is considerably better than during Octo- 
ber or the first part of November. Many buyers are 
still unconvinced as to the stability of the market and 
are insisting on a guaranty against deciines in their 
contracts. Iron is dull and weak, demand being re- 
duced toa minimum. There is no change in prices and 
we quote mi!l shipments, carload lots, Chicago delivery : 
Iron, 1.35c to 1.45c; soft Bessemer steel, 1.46%4c; 
angles, less than 3x3, 1.56%4c, base half extras; hoops, 
1.91%c (in lots of 250 tons and greater, 1.814c rates, 
full extras). Jobbers’ quotations on carloads and less : 
Iron, 1.65c to 1.75c; steel, 1.60c to 1.70c; small an- 
gles, channels and tees, less than 3x3, 1.70c to 1.80c; 
hoops, 2.10c rates, full extras.

There is no change in prices on bars, but buying is 
better, and the leading local interest has closed a good 
tonnage.

Business on rails and track supplies has been good 
this week, inquiry for light rails continues heavy and a 
good tonnage has been booked.
